The case of the City of Covina vs. 


W. S. Sides, a plumber, for refusing 
to pay his quarterly license tax was 
dismissed by Recorder 
Parker on 


Tuesday at the request of the City 
Attorney, thua scoring one for Sides. 


The case was dismissed on the 


grounds that there was a reasonable 
doubt as to the validity of the ordi- 
nance owing to the act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of California, ap- 
proved March 23d, 1901, in adding a 
new section to the political code which 
reads as follows: "Boards of Super- 
visors of the counties of the State and 
the legislative bodies of incorporated 
cities and towns therein shall in the 
exercise of^ their police powers and for 
the purpose of 'regulation' as herein 
provided, and not otherwise, have 
power to license any and every busi- 
ness carried on in their respective 
jurisdiction. . . . See section 3366, 
Stat. 1901, page 635. 


The omission of the word "revenue" 


makes it questionable whether the 
trustees of municipal corporations un- 
der the law could levy a tax on busi- 
ness, except those which would come 
under the head of police regulations, 
such as billiard halls, saloons, etc. 


However, the Legislature of 1903 


remedied the omission, and the statutes 
of that year on page 94 provides that 
boards of trustees of municipal cor- 
porations shall have the power "to 
license for the purpose of 'revenue' 
and 'regulation' all and every kind of 
business authorized by law. . . ." 


The trustees of the City of Covina 


will immediately enact a new ordi- 
nance, with possibly some modifica- 
tions over the old one, as they fear 
that with the improvements which 
have been contracted and outlined the 
regular property tax will not supply a 
sufficient revenue. 


Council Meeting. 


The trustees met iu regular session 


on Tuesday evening with Trustees 
Clapp. Moxley, Potter, Finch and 
Ratekin present. 


J. H. Coolman appeared before the 


Board to amend the proposition relat- 
ing to fire hydrants so that the Water 
Company would be to the expense of 
putting in the fire hydrants and for 
the City to pay an annual rental of 
$60 for twenty-four hydrants. 


The City Attorney was instructed to 


draw a contract with the Water Com- 
pany to that effect.

ed and ordered paid:

Recorder, 13.00; R. Baldridge, street 
work, $2.25; Frederick Baker, salary, 
$25.00; Pacific LijrHt and Power, Co., 
street lights, $31; J. D. Reed, office 
rent Sept. and Oct., $10.00. 


The City Attorney was instructed 


to draw a new license ordinance and 
submit the same at the next meeting.

A Talk With flatthews. 


Inexpensive OH Tanks. 


The Santa Fe Railway corn- 


Pew laymen are aware that an 


engineering wonder of the world 
is neuring completion four miles 
southwest of Riverside, across 
the Santa Ana river. There is 
' no other railroad improvement 
now in progress in Southern 
California which 
is attracting 


greater attention in engineering 
circles than is the mammoth con- 
crote viaduct which is being 
built, at a cost uf nearly halt a 
million dollars, by the San Pedro 
Los Angeles, and Salt Lake rail- 
road 
to span 
the Santa Ana 


river. 


This great bridge, when com- 


pleted, will be the largest con- 
crete bridge in the world, and it 
is undoubtedly destined to be- 
come one of the marvels of the 
country. 


This bridge will be constructed 


entirely of concrete and will con- 
tain about 14,000 cubic yards of 
this material, weighing approx- 
imately one and one-half tons to 
the square yard. 
As concrete 


hardens with age, the longer the 
viaduct stands the more substan- 
tial it will become. 
Hence the 


cost of maintenance will be re- 
duced to that of any ordinary 
roadbed.

ture will be nearly seventy feet. Wednesday evening. 
The re- 


pany has given orders for the 
construction, at several 
points 


along- the lines, of a new style of 
oil tank that is expected to en- 
tirely supercede the steel recep- 
tacles now in use. 


Engineers have discovered that 


the crude oil used in the en- 
gines contains a considerable per- 
centage of asphaltum, and that, 
when allowed to stand on the 
ground for a short period, the oil 
penetrates to a death of six or 
eight inches, where the asphal- 
tum hardens and forms a crust 
through 
which the 
petroleum 


cannot pass. 


The plan is to dig circular pits 


to a depth of six or eight feet, 
and then bank up around the 
edge to a heighth of twelve feet, 
thus forming a tank twenty feet 
deep. 
Once the oil has sunk 


into the surrounding earth there 
can be no leakage, and the oil 
from the surface of the tank can 
easily be run into the engines by 
force of gravity.

Thin, however, Is merely a supposition 
It has not been definitely established 
that zero was In use any earlier than 
4OO A. D. About this time Jt wns ti^d 
in India, and several centuries later tlie 
Arabs begun to employ It.

the A rubs Us use became known to Kn 
ropeans during the twelfth century. It 
was not generally adopted In Eiiropr 
until several centurion later, notwitli 
standing Its great advantages. For n 
considerable time there were two par- 
ties among the European edurators. 
One party, known n» the algorlsts, fn- 
vorert the adoption of th« Hindoo sys 
{Jin of notation (falsely called Arabic). 
with Its position values, while the other. 
known ns the nbaclsts, favored thn Ho 
man notation, without zero or position 
value. 


The general adoption of the Hindoo 


system wns greatly facilitated by thi- 
fncts that It was explained In most of 
the calendars for more thnn a century, 
beginning with 1300, nnd thnt-lhe me-

Most fishes seek their food by night. 


•ays Professor Edmund Clark Stanford 
fn the International Quarterly, nnd 
these do not usually notice It by nn.v 
other sense. But those that, are accus- 
tomed to find it by smell seldom pay 
any attention to It when they merely 
dee it 


Catfish depend principally on the 


sense of tnste, and they seem to taste 
all over, not only In the month, but by 
the outer skin as far back as the tall 
fin. 


It is uncertain whether fishes can feel 


pain or not. There IB a good deal of 
evidence 1o show that they cannot. 


A fish that bns lost Itfl sight mny i 


learn to avoid an obstacle after swim- 
ming ngalnst It a single time, but fishes 
that can sw will Jump ngainst the plate 
glnss wall of an aquarium day after 
day, sometimes for n year, in the effort 
to catch tilings outside. 


The elements of consciousness in the 


mind of a fish foot up a total "equiva- 
lent, perhaps, to the lowest idiocy when 
measured by human standards." It is 
possible that the fish's capacity for 
learning is "about on a level with that 
of a man In deep sleep or preoccupa- 
tion." 


Bird* That Gxerclae 
Birds building on high trees are not 


so wary about the concealment of their 
nests as hedge builders and those that 
•eck the springing corn or grass land 
for the shelter of their homes, trusting 
to the loftiness of situation for secu- 
rity. 
A nest placed upon the ground 


is In constant danger of exposure. A 
browsing animal might destroy it. 
Then the scythe with one sweep ocra- 
slonnlly lays bare one or more nests, 
thereby endangering the eggs or callow 
nestlings. 
This renders the parent 


birds very wary and causes them to 
practice gre^t ingeuuil> ia their ef- 
forts to protect the young birds. 


The skylark has been known to carry 


Its egg or offspring to a place of safety 
after an exposure of the tiost. and It 
has been said its long hind claw— the 
use of which has puzzled many natu- 
ralists—is specially adapted by nature 
for more easily grasping and transport- 
ing its treasures from the- source of 
danger. 
When the young birds are 


too bulky to be thus removed the par 
ent bird carries them on Its back, 
though this mode of removal Is a some- 
what difficult one.— London Tit-Bits.
